MOD FOE niUTS OF OOLODUS 



Me erent in recent years thed as much 
luster on the Catholics of this city as the 
lecture delivered by the Bob. B. J. Mo 
Dermott at Macauley's Theater last San- 
day niKht. A larger and more brilliant 
an<\ intelligent audience never assembled 
in that popular place of amusement. 
Every seat in the theater was filled and 
people sat on the stairs leading to the bal- 
cony. Hundreds of people had to stand 
iu the rear of the theater and there were 
hnndiodaofoChen who went home, being 
nnaUe to gale admlsekm to the house. 
The lecture waa given oader the aiupicea 
of the Knights of Colntnboa, ■ leading 
Catholic organisation. All the Catholics 
of the city are under a debt of gratitude 
to the Knights of Columbus which they 
will find it difficult to repay. Nearly all 
the Catholic clergymen in the city occu- 
pied seats in the boMT ead frM* aeeUons 
of the parquet. 

Oa the stage midlife McDacmott were 
Mems. J. J. Callrey aad P. B. Callahan, 
membera of the ouuuulttee adected by 
the KaighU of Colnmboa to anange for 
the lecture. The lectorerwaa iatroduced 
in a few brief wotda bf Mr. P. B. Calla- 
han. 

Mr. McDermott prefaced iiis lec tiir..- by 
aUting that he felt highly complimente.l 
by the piLseiue of such a magnificent 
audience. He said he would attempt to 
deliver a lecture aod act a stump speech 
and referred briefly to a cerUin cUaa of 
iafldela, atbelaU and othera who made a 
hving by alaodering the Catholic chnrcb. 
It would be worse than naeleaa to attempt 
to give anything like a report of Mr. Mc- 
Dermott's remarks. It had to be heard , 
to be properly appreciated. It is to l>e j 
hoped that Mr. McDermott can be pre- 
vailed upon to publiah the lecture in its | 
entirely. It was what he called it— a 
lecture. It was replete with historical 
faeu ooDcerning the Catho'ic church, iu ' 
teachings in general and in regard to 
the Papacy and Iioo III. in particnUr. 

The lecturer told nothing that was new 
to Catholics, although it may have been 
decidedly new to non-CathoHcs. The ^ 
lecture was a plain, straightforward state- 
ment of facts put together by a master ' 
hand. The distinguished speakt-r avoided 
every occasion of offending even in the ' 
most remote degree any of out dissenting 
brethrex The audience was as appre- 
ciative aa it was large aad liberally ap- 
plauded Mr. McDermott's frequent and 
beautifully rounded periods. The ver- 
dict of all seemed to be: It was a great 
lecture; the kind one seldom hears in a 
lifetime; the work of a scholar, or a man ' 
who thoroughly understands bis ground, 
and who does not basltate to speak the ' 
truth. 

It may be as well to give a few sen- 
tences from the conclusion of tbe lecture. ' 
In speaking of UoXUI. Mr. McDermott 
said: 

"Now aad then vre are told that he is 
sick, that he is dying, that he ia dead; 
but he still lives, and his clear, sweet 

voice not only reverberates through the 
Vatican and the grand dome of St. 
Peter's, but it is echoed over valleys aud 
mountains aud seas, and ia heanl in all 
quarters of the earth with loving rever- 
ence by his flock and with profound re- 
apect by all men of intellect and culture. 
He is a fit leader for a great church that 
waa designed for rich aad poor, for the 
unlettered laborer and the polished 
scholar, for the free men and for tbe 
king, for the twilight and the full, blaz- 
ing splendor of this modern civilization. 
Like a sturdy ship on a storm-swept sea 
this ark of Christianity has tjeen carrie<l 
upward and downward by the raging 
billows of human passion; but, though 
laboring bard and threatened oft with 
destmcUon, it has sUll kept iU 
coarse straiglit onward, with the Bible 
for ila compass and Ood for its pole star, 
and today, as on yesterday and a t k oassnd 
yean ago, it still bears aloft the bright 
treaatares and the highest hopes of man- 
kind. You may not ssil under the baa- 
ner; you may not be able conarientioosly 
to join its ranks; but, in proportion to 
your intellect end learning, you will re- 
spfCt ami honor it for its past services 
and ita high aims. It does not point us 
the way to wealth and worldly power. It 
can only promise to those that follow its 
teechings, not openly aod fbnaalfy. bat 
sincerely and faithfully, that tbey may 
hope at leMt to save that aoni which, in 
the words of Cato, shall endure forever: 

" 'The stars shall fade away; the sun 
himself 

Grow dim with age, and nature'a sinking 
yrars; 

Bat thou shah Aonriah in immortal youth, 
Unheard amidst tbe war of el eaw n t s . 
The wreck of matter aad the crash of 
worlds. 

"Whatever may be your belief or 
doubts— whether we agree or differ— let 
OS all at least look up with reverence to 



the Almighty above us, and look around 
us, not with suspicion or contempt or 
hatred, but with brotherly love for our 
fellow-men. whethec Jew or Oentile, 
Chriatian or Vagm, CaUktlle or Protest- 
aut."

The National Executive Board of the 
American Federation of Catholic Societies 
held its semi-anniMl sasston at tbe Oraad 

Hotel, Cincinnati, last Sunday. Preaent 
at the meeting were Archbishop Elder, of 
Cincinnati; Bishop james A. McFaul, D. 
D., of Trenton, N. J.; Bishop S. G. Mess- 
mer, D. D., of Green Bay, Wis.; Rev. Dr. 
Henry (rauss, of Pennsylvania; T. B. 
Miiiahan, National President; Thomas 
Cannon, of Chicago; Dr. J. W. Fowler, 
of Louisville, Ky.; John Oal«in, of Bnt- 
tleboro, Vt; B. D. Reardon, of Anderson. 
Ind.; F. W. Immekus, of Pittsburg, and 
Anthony Metre, National Secretary, of 
Cincinnati. The meeting was full of in- 
terest to all Catholics. His Grace the 
Most Rev. Archbishop Eliler opened the 
meeting with prayer ami occupied a scat 
of honor beside Thomas Cannon, of Chi- 
cago, who preside<l in the a1>sence of M. 
P. Mooney, of Cleveland. National Sec- 
retary Aathoay Metre, of Cincinnati, 
reed reports showing that the Federation 
was iadorsed by neariy erery Bishop in 
the United SUtes. 

Since tbe second convention, held at 
Chicago last Au).;iist, many State and 
national organizations have indorsed the 
federation in their conventions. 

The organizations, national, State and 
individual, repre.sente<i in the fe<leration 
in a body or by subordinate branches at 
prssent are: Knights of St. John, 
AadAnt Order of Hibernians, Catholic

Leagues, Catholic Knights of Ohio, 
Knights of Columbus, Knights of Wis 
consin. Catholic Mutual Benefit Associa- 
tion, Catholie Beaeeoleat Legion, 
Knigbta of Father Mattaew, Knigbte of 
St. Paul, Knights of St O^xge, Total 
Abstinence Benevolent Sodety, Ameri- 
can Catholic Union and Yooi^ Maa's 
Catholic Union. 

One of the important communications 
received and read at the meeting was 
from Rev. Manuel Gutlewez, of the 
Province of the Holy Name of Jesus of 
the Calceated Angostinian friars of 
Manila. The letter gave a ludd espoai- 
tion of the friar qnestioa ia the Philip- 
iriaes and waa intended to convey to the 
federated sodeties the thanks of the 
Centre Catholic and the friara for the 
sympathy extended in their hours of trial. 

The afternoon session opened at 2:15 
o'clock and was in the nature of an open 
meeting, in which tbe national officers 
received the greeting ot the officers of 
tbe Cincinnati. Covington and Newport 
federations. Tbe dndnneti delegation 
waa iadacted by Presldeat John A. 
Aakeabaner, the Covingtoa delegation 
by Preddeat J. Huelefeld aod the New- 
port delegation by Presldeat C D. Wkte. 
Present at this meeting were Archbishop 
W. H. Elder, D. D., and Bishop C. P. 
Maes, D. D. , of Covington, who ad- 
dressed the assembly and assured the 
federation of their hearty support and 
assistance. Biahops McPaul and Meas- 
oier else addressed the delegations and 
ooagratalated the local sodeties on tbe 
pwgresi they have made in this great 
Catholic canae. 

A very eaoooiaging letter was recdved 
from Archbishop D. Palconio, of Wash- 
ington, who represents Pope Leo XIII. 
in the United States. The letter reads: 

"Dear Sirs — I h(5pe that in the perform- 
ance of my duties in this country I shall 
have the co-operation aud the prayera of 
the members of the federation. In re- 
turn I shall offer my own prayers for the 
success of the wi^misation that it may 
acoompliah its good purpose and be ever 
directed in the path of trae gsefnlasse to 
the church." 

The tK>ard then went into executive 
sejsion, during which it was addres8e<I by 
Rev. Dr. J. H. Gauss, who is doing yeo- 
man work in keeping the faith alive 
among the Indians. Father Gauss read a 
letter of the Department of tbe Interior 
et Weshioglon regarding the Indian 
schools, and reported that the system of 
rnles and regulations regarding the re- 
ligious inatroetioa ia the ladiaa Govem- 
oiaat odiooto are bow uaiform. Father 
Oauss statad that there are over two 
thousand Indians now attending the 
Catholic Indian achools, and that it re- 
quires |140,000 annually to maintain the 
schools, equal to a per capita of $70 an- 
nually for each pupil. The Governmental 
schools, be stated, receive a per capita of 
$H6 annually. Father Gauss made a 
stirring appeal in behalf of the Indians 
under the care of the Catholic Indian 
Bureau, aad as a result the board de- 
cided to issue an argent eppeal to all the 
federated sadotlea to eootribota to the

The first of these meet- 
ings will be held in New York City dur- 
ing the present month. All the Catho- 
lics of Greater New York and Qneen'a 
county have been asked to attend a mass 
meeting at which Father Pardow, tbe 
celebrated Jcanit orator, will be tbe prin- 
cipal speaker. 

After tbe New York meeting a similar 
mass meeting will be held in Philadel- 
phia, at which Archbishop Ryan and 
Bishop McFaul will be the speakers. 
Father Gauss will visit the various 
pastors in the archdiocese of Philadel- 
phia and ask their co-operation in the 
movement. Still later a similar maaa 
meeting will be held in Baltimore, where 
Cardinal Gibbons and Joseph Boiuparte 
will be the speakers. 

Dr. J. W. Powler, who represents 
l/<iuisville on the National Board, ofTereil 
for the consideration of the distinguished 
body a scurrilous pamphlet which at- 
tacks certain local Catholic institutions 
and which is now being circulated 
through the mails. Other member* of 
tbe board stated that similar pamphlets 
were bdng circulated in varioos parts of 
the country. On motioo of Dr. Fowler 
the Committee on Law, consisting of 
Alpbonse Koeble, of New York; Judge 
M. T. Shine, of Corington, Ky., and 
President T. B. Minahan, of Colnmbna, 
was instructed lo investigate these books 
and bring the matter before the Post- 
office Department at Washington. It is 
more than probable that the authors of 
these works will And themselves prose- 
cuted by the United States Government 
on the charge of sending obsoene matter 
through the mails. 

Dr. Fowler arrived home Tuesday and 
expresses himself as greatly pleased with 
the work done by the board and the 
progress made by the great Federation.

The 
totaL nnmber of opecatloaa p erfor m ed 
was 165. 

Of the 409 petients Sll were Ameri- 
cans; Germans, fifty-two; Irish, forty-dx; 
English, eleven; Swedes, four; Danes, 
three; It.ilian, Spaniard and Syrian, one 
each, ana thirty-nine negroes. Of the 
various religious creeds represented, 249 
were Catholics; Baptists, forty-nine;

have we a reign of the vendetta? 
Murder and attempts at murder are 
of almost daily occurrence. The 
charges of murder and mttrderotw 
uaault predominate on our court 
dockfts, and too frequently the 
culprits escape with light penalty 
or none. And it Is gcUiuR worse. 
One day this week there were in 
the Police Court six cases of 
malicious cutting and ahootiog, 
and in the put week three mur- 
ders, one at least entirely unpro- 
voked and inexcusable. 

Antonio Gegg. a young man 
well and favorably known, turned 
a street corner and collided with 
two men, one of whom, William 
Pryse, without waiting for explana- 
tion, pulled his revolver and killed 
Gegg. There had l>ccn no quarrel, 
the men were strangers, and had 
never met before. They had 
bumped against each other at night 
on a slippery sidewalk; that which 
is liable to happen, as well as the 
fate of Gegg. to any one. Shock- 
ing to contemplate that in this city 
we are in constant danger of being 
■hot or cut to death without even a 
warning. 

The newspaper reports show a 
deplorable condition, but they are 
not all. The murderous assaults 
not published, the instances of in- 
tended murder prevented by for- 
bearance of the intended victim or 
interfereuce of bystander: , are not 
known to the public. 

Three men went into a restaurant 
and ate supper without paying for 
it. As they started out they were 
requested to pay, but refused, 
cursing the keeper and daring him 
to try to make them pay. They 
went out and stood in front of the 
restaurant for some time. Had 
the keeper attempted to prevent 
their going out or went to the door 
after them he would have been 
killed, for two had pistols and the 
other a knife ready. He discreetly 
chose to let them have their suppers 
gratis snd submit to their abuse. 

A man stopped a street car, took 
a back seat and did not pay his 
fare. The motorman stopped the 
car, walked back, politely asked 
for the fare, which the man finally 
paid, cursing and applying vile 
epithets to tha motorman, who said 
nothing. Afterward the fellow 
continued his profanity, denounc- 
ing the motorman and street car 
company. As he arose to leave 
the car he pushed aside his coat, 
exposing the butt of a revolver, 
remarking that it was a good thing 

the was polite in collecting that 

fare*. Only the forbearance of the 
motorman and paiattigfn pre- 
vented murder. 

At a dance a young man swag- 
gered around, iostUng the dancers. 
He was remonstrated with, and 
quick as a flash pulled his gun. 
. By a well directed blow and prompt 
•asistanoe of bystanders he wss 
overpowered, disarmed and ejected. 

These are instances at random in 
the past few days. But what dae 
are we to expect, when men, and 
even boys arid women, have the 
pistol or knife, seme of them both, 
ready to kill, and seem anxious for 
a pretext? 

Yet we have law against the 
carrying of concealed deadly 
weapons, against disorderly con- 
duct and rowdyism, and have 
officers whose sworn duty it is to 
enforce it and see that violators are 
arrested, prosecuted and punished. 
There is too much laxity, too much 
favoring indulgence shown this 
class. Will it go on until public 
forbearance reaches the limit, and 
the people in their anger arouse. 



and in mob violence get rid of this 
element of savagery, ita aiders and 
abettors? Sometimes such things 
become necessary, however unde- 
sirable and wrong. But it will not 
require many such wanton murders 
as that of Oegg to bring, such a 
crisis. It devolves upon the author- 
ities to do their duty and insure 
law-abiding people ample protec- 
tion, and until they do it the 
responaiUUty rests, upon the offi- 
cials. 



STOP THE RACKET. 

The Central Labor Union circus 
is still on, to the delight of labor's 
enemies. Such dissension, trickery 
and disorder is disgraceful to all 
concerned, and certainly injurious 
to labor. It is high time that con- 
servst've tradt-s unionists, with no 
axes (political or otherwise) to 
grind, should call a halt on pro 
ceediugs that are ridiculous as well 
as shameful. 

We take neither side. It mat- 
ters not which side is most to 
blame or most guilty; both are to 
bUme and both guilty. Politics is 
at bottom of it all; not on oiu side, 
but on both sides. The issue is for 
political advantage, not labor's 
interests or benefit. 

Personally we are friendly to and 
respect all individually, but must 
condemn the purpose and methods 
of both partica alike. To put it 
mildly, good men have lost their 
heads, and are being used by politi- 
cal tricksters. It is strange that 
men of intelligence and honest 
motive, as we know them to be, 
can be led and goaded to such ex- 
tremes by schemers who care noth- 
ing for them nor the interests of 
labor. 

Stop it, and let the politicians go 
about theif business. This must 
be done; if not by the wranglers 
themselves, then by the labor 
unionists who are indifferent to the 
likes and dislikes of all politicians 



A COMMON PEST. 



Paying money is at no time 
agreeable to the payer, since it 
always involves inconvenience and 
self-denial to some extent. It is a 
test, however doubtful others may 
be, of one's promptness and relia- 
bility, if not honesty. The slow 
pay and the bad pay are the cause 
of much worry, drawback, litiga- 
tion, war, loss and suffering to the 
individual, community, trade and 
government. If people would only 
pay what they 9we when due, 
how mach easier things would run ; 
more peaceful, equitable, satisfact- 
ory and progressive, each bearing 
bis own burden. But it is not so. 
Tardiness and failure to pay debts, 
whether because of thoughtless- 
ness, improvidence or dishonesty, 
is altogether too prevalent. And 
church members in ditirch and 
charitable affairs are no exception, 
inconsistent with their professions 
as this may seem. Indeed in such 
cases, the obligation being only 
moral and the sum porportionately 
small, the dereliction is the more 
rcprchenaible and less excusable. 
But there are those who not only 
evade payment, but even after as- 
suming such obligations fail or 
refuse to pay, although by sa^odng 
others must pay for them — an ele 
ment of meanness added. 

In every church, benevolent 
and even diaritable organisation, 
we have such people — a detriment, 
burden, disturbers and maligners 
of those they impose upon. There 
is not a paator of a chturch, an 
officer or worker of any organiza- 
tion, but has been fleeced and 
abused by them. In some frater- 
nal organisations, where frequent 
and regular payment of dues and 



assessments are required, this im- 
position is carried to the extreme, 
to such an extent that it is difficult 
to Induca anyone to accept the 
office for collection of money, even 
though it pay a salary, because 
the incumbent is sure to be sub- 
jected to financial loss, worry and 
wholesale denunciation, try as one 
may to be obliging as well as faith- 
ful to duty. There have been in- 
stances in this city where such 
officials have become embarrassed, 
their business ruined and they 
bankrupted thereby, and Catholic 
organizatkms of professedly practi- 
cal Catholics to promote brother- 
hood and Christian charity are in- 
cluded. 

Those people profess to be re- 

ligious, moral, honest; appear and 
are looked upon as respecthble. 
Are they not really only parasites 
upon the Christian body, devtrid of 
all conscientious spirit and sense of 
honor — more commonly, and per- 
haps correctly, termed impostors 
and dead-beats— despite haughty 
or devout pretensions and good 
clothes? 

But we have them, it seems, 
everywhere, more's the pity. They 

should be routed out. Their rid- 
dance would be a blessing and ben- 
efit.

The British- Japan alliance, the 
anchor of British influence and 

check to Russian Chinese aggres- 
sion in the Far Kast, is having a 
hard time, causing internal dissen- 
sion in British affairs snd continual 
protests from Japan. Several of 
the British colonies, principally 
British Columbia, insist on exclud- 
ing Japanese immigrants, pass laws 
to that effect, which, upon protest 
from Japan, are vetoed by the 
British Oovernment. Then the 
Colonial Lcgislatarca pass like kws 
again, Japan protests some more, 
and the British Government vetoes. 
Now British Columbia hM passed 
a more stringent exclusion law 
than ever, elected a solid anti-Jap- 
anese delegation to the Canadian 
Parliament instructed to demand 
that the Canadian Government in- 
dorse their protest against the veto 
of the exclusion law which is sure 
to come from the Imperial Oovern- 
ment, as per the British-Japanese 
treaty. The British colonies on the 
Pacific are bitterly opposed to Jap- 
anese as well as Chinese immigrants, 
and threaten to resist their admis- 
sion by force. The situation is be- 
coming serious. The exclusion of 
Japanese from British territory will 
be a violation and nullification of 
the British-Japan treaty, to the 
detriment of British interests in the 
Par Bast; the enforced admission 
of Japane.se to the protesting col- 
onies will cause turmoil and possi- 
bly revolution in the colonies. 

The Court of Appeals has again 
decided that Col. Wooley must pay 
his city takes. For twenty-five 
years he has resisted payment upon 
one and another technical point, 
until the sum, including penalties 
and costs, aggregates fully $25,000. 
The Colonel is beiu filing the pub- 
lic in one way at least — having the 
courts define and make dear the 
tax laws and open up the way for 
prompt enforcement of payment 
against delinquents. Kvery point 
decided against him removes 
another barrier. As a result, it is 
noticeable that taxes are more fully 
paid and the percentage of delin- 
quency smaller year by year since 
the Colonel began his fight to pre- 
vent the city from collecting taxes 
on bis wife's property. 




The Governor of North Carolina 
is entitled to the chromo for prosti- 
tution of the pardoning power. A 
North Carolina man went into 
Georgia, boarded a train, held up 
and robbed the express messenger, 
for which he was properly sen- 
tenced to the penitentiary. Now 
the Oovernnr of North Carolina 
proposes to the Governor of 
Georgia to pardon this train robber, 
in return for which he agrees to 
pardon any Georgian designated in 
the North Carolina penitentiary. 
Is this upholding the law, as an 
executive is sworn to do. or is it 
using official power to palliate and 
encourage crime — a sort of brok- 
erage in pardons, which points out

Guy Cranar, the intelHtent and nn- 
prejudiced correapondeat of tbe Cbicago 
Tribune, in a recent letter to bis paper 

says among other tilings; 

It is these religious differences which 
even in Hclfast, where the strife has 
taken the form of street brawls and bat- 
tles, are being obliterated by the ques- 
tion of land settlement appealing to 
Catfaolic and ProteaUnt alike. This is 
tbe one problem oa wbicb tbey have 
found a ootnmoo footing. Rent doea not 
redact rtfigtoa, aad tbe love ot tlie.land 
is as strong in tbe beart o( tbe Ulster 
Orangeman as in tbe brsatt of tbe Con- 
naught Catholic. Belfast, with its ex- 
tensive industries, has Ijeen a leading 
factor in bringing alxjut this union. 
Thousands are employed in its shipyards. 
There are thousands more at work in the 
big linen mauufacturies. These men 
have been drawn chiefly from tbe coun- 
try districts. Ministers, traders and pro- 
fessional men of tbe city oamc from tbe 
same quarter in great numbers. The city 
has served to lessen the pressure on the 
land, and to this fact undoubtedly is due 
much of rister's prosperity. In the 
country districts you fiud great prosperity, 
except for the check that has been laid 
by emigration draining tbe ranks of 
labor until it is now most difficult to 
secure help. Bnglisbmen talk of the 
futility of expocting prosperity and a 
tenant living in any sort of comfort out 
of tbe small holdings in tbe West and 
South of Ireland. Ulster contradicts any 
such statement. According to the last 
census reports, of the 490, .SOI holdings in 
Ireland 108,272 lie in I'lster province. 
' )f tliis number no fewer than 114,580 
are under eighteen acres. In congested 
Con naught province 'he total of holdings 
of that size is less than 90,000. In Mnn- 
ster and Matter proviacta the figares 
arefarleaa. 

Tbe land fight in Ulster baa baen vigor- 
ously carried on for yeara. Tbe main 
factor in the life of tbe province for 
years aud years baa been tbe Orange 
society. Within tbe last seven years, 
however, Protestant tenants have been 
asking themselves if the landlord Orange- 
men were really so deeply concerned in 
tbe cry of anti-Popery as tbey profess. 
They raked up countless instances where 
the Orange laiidlord had been trying to 
raise teats, and bad aot abewa that 
patriotiam to bia Orange tenants that his 
professions to tbe Orange society should 
have prompted. This brought tbe first 
split, and since that time the power of 
tbe landlord has tieen constantly cur- 
tailed. Tbe extension of the local 
Government act to Ireland aided this 
work further in Ulster. The privileges 
thus conferred resulted in the gentry 
being set out of poliUcal life. It paved- 
too, the mtana of Rcaaaa CatboUca dia- 
placing Prateatanta ia coaaty and dis- 
trict council life. Tbe farmers have 
taken up politics in their demands for 
land reform. Unionists have been 
ilwindlin^ with each election, and it is 
predicted by the men who know the 
country best that the last representative 
will be ousted from bis Parliamentary 
seat when tbe next election oomea. 

Wbea Gladstoae brought in his home 
rule bill ia 1886 tbe agiutioa ftir land 
reform in Ulater was in the hands of the 
"Ulster land committee," a co-operative 
and nonrepresentalive body. The Icailcrs 
of the organization and a majority of its 
members were I'liionists out and out, 
and its work became paralyzed, and 
nothing of conse<iuence practically waa 
done to further land reform until 189S 
wbea the "Liberal lead eomaiittae of 
Ulster" waa fonacd. Its aiembersand 
creators coaaisted chiefly of Protcatant 
home rulers, and earnest Isnd reformers 
immediately joined hands with them 
and a determined agitation was pushed. 
The active spirits included tbe Rev. J. B. 
Armour, the Rev. Richard Lyttle and 
William Killen, son of the President of 
the Presbyterian nalvafsity. The move- 
ment was quite as much a Protestant 
bome rule movement as a land agitation. 
Its strength and growth impraased tbe 
imperial govcraiacat, aad the raaalt was 
the passage of the laad act of 18IM. In 
1897, however, the Government sent 
down the body known as the "Fry com- 
mission" to inquire into the working of 
the Irish land acts. This body was cre- 
ated at tbe wish of the landlords, and tbe 
Ulater tenants feared it was to aim at 
some infringement of their custom or to 
bring such pressure on the land commis- 
sion that it would cease allowiagrent 
reductioaa. 

In alarm the tenants flung political dif- 
ferencsM to the winds and the practically 
breathless "Ulster land committee" came 
out of its grave and joined hands with 
tbe more vigorous ''Liberal and National 
Union of Ulster." These and other ele- 
ments formed the "Ulster Tenants' De- 
fense Assodatioo," an organization 
wbicb knew no paMttoal or rdiglous 
differences. 

Last year Belfaat aaw the Ulster con- 
vaatioo ia favor of oompnlaory parebase. 
Thia was one of the moat remaihable 
conventions the world has seen. There 
were almoat 10,000 delegates, 6,000 being 
from tbe farming dasa. There were 
more than 500 Preebjrtcrian and Unitai- 
iaa defgymfea pra sea t aad handieda of

coonty coundlmen were there in great 
numbers, and tbe need for a larger 
organization was determined on, the 
present Ulster I'arniers and Laborers' 
Union being the result. 

"This work is going on," said Dr. 
Lyttle, "with tbe utmost harmony. If 
there are any street fights in Belfast or 
Ulster today tbey are disgraceful scenes 
carried out by rough fellows who fre- 
quent the public honset aot the church, 
and who follow tbe pabUcaa or aalooa- 
keeper aad aot any religions law. Some- 
times landlordism persists in using such 
weapons. But religious strife is rapidly 
disappearing. The land appeals to Catho- 
lic and Protestant alike. Ulster will live 
down its scenes of disorder of former 
years and Ireland will yet have a united 
people here. We desire to help tbe labor- 
era because the drain of emigration is 
beginning to tell on tbe life of tbe coun- 
try. Men caa aot be found to perform 
tabor. CoBseqaently tbe movement must 
have the aappott of all classes. It ap- 
peals to merObaata aad shopkeepers to 
keep laborers and artisans here. The 
business of these men is diminished by 
every person who emigrates. Landlords 
are beginning to think matters over. 
They see that if they can secure a fair 
price for their lanrl it can be properly 
invested and they will be relieved 
of the worry and cost of lawsuits when 
the teatal wtaagle arisaa avarjr fiftaca 
y ears whea they oppose reat tadactioaa 
that are fast sending many of their nam- 
ber to bankruptcy. Lately tbe move- 
ment appeals to all lovers of peace, jus- 
tice aud progress, for there can be no 
prosjx'rity, happiness or peace in Ireland 
until the evils of landlordism cease and 
tbe people are secured in tbe enjoyment 
of the results of their own labor and are 
thus enabled to accumulate capital for 
extended enterprise aad dcvetopaicnt of 
the reaoaroea of their ooaatiy." 

Thia, briefly aa posalble, ia the ooadi- 
tion of tbe one iatcraal troaUe which 
has always threatened Ireland — the Ire- 
land of the north and the other Ireland 
of the south ami west. To enter into 
any account of detailed conditions 
throughout Ulster would be merely a 
long story of prosperity of farmers on 
small holdings. There is no complaint 
to be beard — except tbe old cry of tbe 
tenant that he waata the laad, oa which 
be ia depeadcat, for bia owa. The peo- 
ple live in clean, comfortable homes. 
They are cleanly and tnm happy faces to 
the world. Where land purcha.se has 
tieen allowed in a limited way there the 
better the conditions. The one change 
is the great decline of the flax industry. 

"There waa no profit," said a holder 
of fifty acres, who formerly cnltivated 
the fiber, "for we couldn't get laborers. 
They've all left tbe ooaatry. I think 
yon will iiad moat of them ia Chicago 
today. Flax reqnirea much care and 
attention and you must bsve labor. We 
need to keep our young people hert if 
Ireland is ever to grow to its old self 
again." As a result of this dearth of 
labor linen manufacturers in Belfast 
spend millions of dollan anniully in 
purchasing flax for their needs outside of 
Ireland. The land purchase demand ia 
consutntly growing in Ulster, just as it is 
throughout Ireland. Religious strife is 
gradually but surely ilisappearinp as the 
people see that their coinmoii interests 
require unity of thought and action. So 
the "black north" may yet turn out to 
be one of tbe greatest factors in work- 
ing out Ireland's ultimate salvation.

HOUSEHOLD HINTS. 



Lumps of gum camphor set in cup- 
boards that are infested with mice will 
soon drive away these little pests. 

If the ceiling becomes smoked from a 
lamp, wash off tbe blackened aarfkoe 
with a little weakeaed soda water. 

If a ahoe be aoddeatly scorched it can 
be restored by spreading the piece at 
once with soft soap and when cool wiping 
ofT the soap and rubbing tbe leather with 
a little sweet oil or vaseline. 

To clean black cashmere wash the 
material in warm suds in which a little 
borax baa baaa dissolved. Riasc ia very 
deep bine water aad iroo while still 
S'mp. If carefully done the material 
shouhi look like new. 

Rice starch is best for stiffening lace. 
Throw an ounce of rice into a pint of 
boiling water and let it simmer for five 
minutes. Strsin, and while still warm 
dip in the lace. See that it is thoroughly 
saturated. Squeeze as dry aa possible 
and spread on a flannel board to dry. 

When dothea have faded beyond recall 
then it is a goo<l plan to try to bleach 
them white. Try .several boilings, with 
just a little soda in the water, but not 
enough to injure the fabric. Then put 
the article on tbe grass in the sun and 
wet it repeatedly as it dries until it is 
white. 

If alcohol is uaed to dcao gilded pic- 
ture frame*— aad nothing is better for 

the purpose — it should be applied very 
lightly with a camel's hair brush. The 
beaten white of egg is also a goo<l clean- 
ing agent for the gilt aud needs the 
brush applieatioa frith tha same light 
touches.

A very successful nalional demonstra- 
tion was held last week at Mitchelstown. 
The speakers inclu<led D. D. Slieelian, 
M. p., and Thomas Roche. 

At a meeting of the Privy Council I<ord 
Mayo for the first time was awora in one 
of the Lord Justices of Ireland to admin- 
ister the country in Ihe absence of the 
Loril I.ieUttnanl in the South of France. 

At the Midleton railway station James 
Penrose Fllz^eraUl, J. P., was assaulted 
by a-nan named John Parker, an evicted 
tenant, who atruck bim on tbe back of 
the head with a atiek, infllellac a nasty 
wound. Parker waa a h eal e d and re- 
manded. 

Infornialion has reaehed nelfast of a 
murder comiiiiUed near Toomebridge, 
County Antrim. A man named .\aron 
Magill lived alone, and as he had not 
been teen about for a few days, his house 
waa entered and bia dead body waa found 
in the kitchen ahockingly mutilated. 

At Tallow petty sessions James Neville, 
a man of respectable appearance, was 
charged with having assaulted a Sheriff's 
bailiff named Patrick Dugaan in connec- 
tion with the seizure of thop effects be- 
longing to O'Brien, one of the defendants 
in tbe Tallow conspiracy case. A fine 
and ooata, or in default seven days' im- 
priaoBBMnt, waa impoaed. 

The news of the andden death of Tames 
Dromey, of Dronmearra, was heard with 
feelings of rejiret in the town of Macroom. 
The deceased carried on a proapcrous 
trade as a licensed publican at Dronme- 
arra bridge, ana be was also a news agent 
He took an active part in the national 
and labor movements in the district, and 
his demtae ia nniveraally regretted. 

Evictions on tbe Murphy estate, in the 
Castlereagh district, were continued on 
Saturday, when three families were dis- 
possesseil. In each instance the holdings 
were small, varying from six to twenty 
acres, and the land of a very poor descrip- 
tion, being in pait* under water. The 
eviction party were aaaisted by a force of 
armed poliee and followed bjr m large 
crowd. 

Tbe toUl population ol the County and 
City of Cork in 1881 was 496,607. In 
1891 tbe number waa reduced to 438,432, 

while in 1901 a further reduction to 404.- 
(111 took place. During the past fifty 
years 501,492 persons emigrated — in 
other words, the nuinlier of persons who 
left the County and Cily of Cork is con- 
siderably more than the entire present 
population. 

Timothy Harrington, M. P., anneances 
that in view of the fact that rcpreaenta 
tions have been made to bim from many 
quarters representing that his Lord May- 
oralty next year would Ik- useful not only 
to the cili/.ens of Dublin, but to the coun- 
try, he has decided to accept nomination 
for the Lonl Mayoralty for next year, 
and he has written to Alderman Dowd 
informing bim of this fact. 

Intelligence haa reached Baatry that a 
small farmer named Patrick SnlUvaa, re- 
siding in the neighborhood of Olen- 
gariffe, was drowned on Christmas eve. 
It appears that as he and some broters 
of his, and also other friends, were on 
their way home after dark on that even- 
ing, and when in tbe neighborhood of 
Cromwell's bridge, he fell into the river 
and was drowned. Although aearch was 
made for him that night he was not 
found antil next day. 

The villagers of Caatlemahon were 
shocked on hearing the sad news that a 
young man named James Leahy, who 
resided at the up^er end of the village, 
had cut his throat and died in a few min- 
utes. It appeared Leahy, who was a 
hard-working young man about twenty- 
three years of age, of the laboring class, 
had lived alone, and that morning when 
hia aiater called on her way to maas he 
waa an right, but on her return «he found 
bim in a pool of blood, with his throat 
cut almost from ear to ear. No motive is 
assigned for this awful act. 

Tipperary mourns today the loss of one 
of its most typical soggarth aroona. Tbe 
Very Rev. Canon Cahill, P. P., V. G., 
has passed to bis eternal rest and gener- 
ally will regret be felt by all who knew 
bim— and to know bim waa to prize 
him— at the <tendau|gtt||^the ripe age 
of eighty-two ynifll^Hkke revered 
ahepbetd who ao zealously guarded his 
flock for over half a century. His fune- 
ral lot>k place on Monday, when there 
was a large attendance of clergy and 
iilly. :iu OimCi the Most Rev. Dr.

Dr. O'Dwyer, 
of Tipperary. waa qnidcly brought on the 
scene, and after dreasing his injuries had 
him removed to Tipperary Hospital, 
where he now lies. 

The funeral of the Rev. Brother John 
James Redmond, Superior of the Chris- 
tisn schools st Bnnistymon, took place 
on Tbarsday, amid every manifestation 
of public aorrow and regret at the de- 
parture after a long life well and nobly 
spent in good work, die inbabitanta of 
Hnnistymon assembM en masse to pay 
their last tribute of Itapect to the de- 
parted, and tbe remains were borne 
through the principal streets and back to 
the Brothers' little cemetery, where the 
inlsrment took place. During the solemn 
procession the choir of the Sodality at- 
tached to tbe schools sang appropriate 
hymns, the bells of the parish church, 
the Convent of Mercy and the monaatery 
being tolled at same time. 

The Recorder of Oalway at Lough rea 
on Saturday delivered judgment in the 
ai)peal of W. Hastings, editor and pro- 
prietor of the Western News, and three 
other newspapers published in Galway 
county, against conviction by the Ballin- 
asloe Magistrates, sentencing bim to two 
months' imprisonment without hard 
labor, for intimidation and for reporting 
speechea of John Roche,' BL P., and 
others. The appeal washeard in October, 
when the Judge eliminated tbe charge of 
intimidation, and reserved judgment in 
regard to the speeches pending the trial 
of Roche and co-<lefeadants and the de- 
cision of the King's Bench in the Irish 
People casi' ilia Honor now upheld the 
finding of the Magistrates and reduced 
the aentence to fourteen days' impritoa- 
ment. ' 

On Friday the obeeqniea of the Hte 
Rev. Brother Ryan, formerly President 
of the Christian Brothers' College, Cork, 
were celebrated in the oratory of the 
North Monaste'y. In the quiet peace- 
fulness of the convent chapel the touch- 
ing and solemn ceremonies ot the church 
produced their full effect and the sad 
and appealing tonea of tbe sacred music 
aeemed to give expression to tbe emo- 
tions cf the aorrowing frienda who 
earnestly united in prayer for the repose 
of tbe soul of the dear departed. At the 
conclnsion of the high msas and office 
the coffin was borne to the grave in the 
little cemetery where lie the remains of 
Gerald Griftin, Hrother Wiseman, Brother 
Duggan and many another Christian 
brother who spent bis life in the cause of 
the Christian education of yontb. 

Widespread regret is felt at the death 
of James Sullivan, who passed away at 
his residence, Litronagh, Clonniel, after 
a Inigtliened illness, patiently ainl re- 
signedly home. The decease<l, who was 
ageil sixty four, was identilieil with every 
national inovemeut for the past forty 
years, and took a leading part in the '67 
rising. He was sn energetic member of 
the Land League, tbe National Pedera- 
tioa aad the United Irish league and 
was a represenUtlve of tbe local branch 
of the Utter on tbe Bast Tipperary 
Executive. He suffered four months' im- 
prisonment in Clonmel jail under the 
Balfour re>;ime. The late Mr. Sullivan, 
who v,as a man of powerful physique, 
was held in the highest esteem by every 
one who knew him for hit many sterling 
qualities. He was s good father, a kind 
neighbor and in every relation of Ufa en- 
joyed universal regard.
